An extraordinary meeting of shareholders was 
heldin the Company’s office on Wednesday, llih 
February, 1874, at whioh it was resolved to re- 
open the share list of the Company, which, it 
will be recollected, was closed upon the 1st of 
December last, and up till which time 219,'i 
shares had been taken up.

They have another crushing grassed, waiting 
for an opportunity to get it put through. 

The Kohinoor Company are carting a trial 
crushing of stone to Mr Logan’s battery, to 
he in readiness when tho John Bulk finish 
their crushing. 

' The Try Again Company had fifty-nine 
tons of stone crushed some time ago at the 
Royal Standard battery, which gave a yield 
of forty-five ounces and a half. The com- 
pany is now busy grassing stone. . 

The Carriok Range United Company are 
still going on with Hieir tiirmel. It is at pre- 
sent in about two hundred and fifty feet, and 
they mean to continue driving till they cut 
the reef. 

The reef cut the other day in the Star of 
the East tiinnei is certainly to a*l appearances 
the most valuable discovery that has been 
made on the Oarrick Range. The reef is 
about eighteen inches thick, and, judging 
from prospects, it ought to yield not less than 
an ounce to the ton. Tho reef, is out at a 
good depth, and there cannot be Jess than 
three hundred feet of atone overhead. 

The Elizabeth Company are preparing the 
approach for a tunnel at a still deeper level, 
and it is to be hoped they will be eqna'ly 
successful. They have an almost certain 
prospect of cutting a rich lode of stone. 

The rock in the Caledonian tunnel is get- 
ting softer, and it has much need. The hard- 
ness of the Luckpow tunnel has become pro- 
verbial, but .the' Caledonian cannot he far 
behind it. 

The Heart of Oak Co. finished a crushing 
o' sixty-four tons of stone on Saturday. The 
yield . of gold is not yet known, but will 
likely be somewhere about one hundred 
ounces. 



been owned and wrought by gold diggers. Tho 
H cart of Oak lias been one uf the richest ([uartz 
claims in Otago, and it was taken up by six 
|Workin.g miners, each and all of whom are earn- 
ing’ their living by gold digging. They got the 
company rngisttjred under the Limited Liability 
Act ; but no one sold sharfes for a consideralilo 
time, and the claim certainly did pay Well ; but 
since sliares have been sold to those who are 
termed cnpiLalists, I am inchoed to think that 
the dividends, if any, must have been very small. 
£ may here mention that a few uf the quartz 
ulaiins iu the district are paying well at present ; 
tho Cromwell Co. ’s claim at Bendigo, for instance. 
The Vonng Australian claim on tho Cavrick is 
paying well, and it is owned by two wbrkqig 
minors. With regard to the individual miner 
becoming a mere wages man, the statement is 
simply nonsense. The miuers working for 
wages on the Garrick H.ange have done more to- 
wards the development of the place by way of 
prosjiectiug, than all other classes uf men put 
together. 

In tho last place, Mr Simpson has stated in his 
report that the only new reefing cojnpanies 
startedduriag tho yearare the Reliance and Ener- 
getic, both on the Cromwell reef. I fear it is 
Joubtful about them being on the Cromwell reef. 
However, 1 can inform ihe public of five now 
companies on the Carrick Range that have started 
during the year ; namely, the Royal Standard, 
tho Leader, the Kohinoor, the Dnited Carrick 
Range Company, and the Try Again, The pro- 
prietors of all these new reefs are working 
miners. 1 may mention there was an autimony 
reef taken up some nine or ten mouths ago, and

WARDEN SIMPSON’S REPORT. 

To the Editor of the Cromwell Argus. 

St», — You would oblige if you can find space 
in your pajier for a few remarks which I would 
like to m,ake on Warden Simpson’s report, as it 
appeared iu the Cromwell Arjas of date May 
12th. First of all, in treating of the danger 
connected with quartz reeliug, he says that dan- 
ger is often seen by the workmen, but, fearful 
of their services being dispensed wilh if they 
ra.ake any remark, they remain silent. I can 
inform Mr Simpson that his ideas of workmen 
are very for astray. If tho wages men see that 
the ground is shaky, and their emjdoyees will not 
allow time and timber to make it secure, they 
will not remain silent, hut leave the work ; and 
I fear in many cases give their employees abusive 
language. Secondly, when treating on the re- 
turn of gold, he says : “The return of gold can- 
not be said to have diminished in proportion to 
the population, and that can be accounted for 
by the fact that payable mines are gradually 
falling into the bauds of companies, who dimi- 
nish the labour as ranch .as possible, the share- 
holders pocketing the surplus so caused.

DUNEDIN NOTES.

Tho burly form of Mr Jolin Barnes, ono of 
the ropresentativos of Leith Ward, will no 
longer be soon in tho City Council — at least 
as a coiinciRor — that gentleman having been 
appointed Inspector of Works for tlie Cor- 
poration, and as a matter of course having 
bad to resign his councillorship before accept- 
ing office. With all his failings, Mr Barnes 
has proved liimself an able councillor, and 
has looked after tho interests of his constitu- 
ents in particular and of the ratepayers gone- 
rally in a manner eiuinontly creditable to 
himself and satisfactory to the citizens. As 
Inspector of Works, Mr Barnes will no doubt 
be placed inan entirely congenial atinosiihero, 
and his valuable experionue will bo of gooii 
service to tho Corporation. 

Poor Mr Macassey’s troubles do not seem 
to have ended with his defeat in the Macas- 
sey 1 ). Bell trial ; for notwithstanding tho in- 
dignation expressed by him at tlie comments 
made by the Gaardian upon the order made 
by His Honor Mr Justice Chapman authoris- ' 
ing Mr Macassey or hia solicitor to inspect 
and take copies of telegi’anis having refei'cnco 
to the case Macassey v. Bell, the indignation 
aforesaid seems to have been considerably 
misplaced. Yesterday the alfair came on in 
ihe Supreme Court, and His Honor very 
freely confessed that he had erred in granting 
an order ex parte, and that lie had not given 
the matter suiticient consideration before 
granting the order. So that tho correctness 
of the Ovardias^s remarks have received con- 
firmation at the hands of even His Honor 
himself. It is not at all likely that Mr Mao- 
assey will screw his courage up to the point 
necessary to contest any more political elec- 
tions, seeing the very many disagreeable cir- 
cumstancHS which have sprung out of his last 
attempt to become one of the representatives 
of the people iu the senate of the Colony ; not 
to mention the pecuniary expense to which 
Mr Macassey must h.ave been put. 

V ery little idea can be formed by country 
residents of the enormous extent to wliich 
tile building trade of the city has grown dur- 
ing tho last year or two. The nuinber of 
warehouses, shops, and dwelling-houses that 
a.re constantly in course of erection is really 
astonishing, and (xinnot fail to strike 
strangers visiting the city. No matter in 
what direction you may wend your way, 
houses in course of erection meet the eye, 
and a vacant section within the boundary 
of tho city is positively getting quite a rarity. 
As a result of this, timber is. scarce to a 
degree that is teding heavily on the pockets 
of aU wlioare unfortunately under the neces- 
sity of building ; and to make matters worse, 
the timber trade, although oa.rried on iu dif- 
ferent parts of the city and in the names of 
different firms, is, I believe, with one excep- 
tion, in the hands o' one firm — a monopoly 
which is very oppressive to all who have any 
occasion to use timber of any sort, and which 
it is to be hoped will not be long inexistence. 
The chances do not, however, seem in favour 
of the latter desideratum being accomplished, 
fori understand that overtures have even 
been made to the ono oppositimi house. TTie 
monopolists know they have the trade pretty 
well in their own hands, and the conse- 
quence has been a considerable rise in tho 
I price of building materials of all sorts. There 
is really a splendid opening fur some enter- 
prising capitalists ; and a certainty of a very 
handsome return for any outlay that might 
be made. It is next to impossible to procure 
what yon want in the tiihber line, and pro- 
perly se.asoued wood is hai'dly obtauiable at 
any price. Let us hope that Dunedin’s 
vaunted enterprise will stand lier in good 
stead in this matter. Tliere was never a bet- 
ter opportunity for its disphay. It really 
does seem strange that there is such a large 
amount of floating . capital in the Province, 
and such a sad want of perspicuity in tlie 
owner. . • 

Tho prospectus of a new building society 
has just been published, and it gives pro- 
mise of supplying a want which many liave 
felt for a long time past. Tlie new principlo 
which is tho feature of the proposed society, 
is that it is proposed to huy suitable free- 
holds and erect thereon houses suita’nlo for 
all classes who may desire to avail themselves 
of tho terms which are offered. These 
houses aud the freeholds will become the 
property of the members on terms of easy 
payments extending over a long series of 
years, and will only bo equivalent to tho pay- 
ment of a miHlerate rent. There are many 
diflicultics in tho way of borrowing from the 
building societies at present in existence. 
Their prospcctnsos and rules le,ad people to 
iimagino that there is no difficulty in obtain- 
ing an advance, but v.lien it comes to tho 
])ush and the cash is asked for, the legal 
technicalities wliich hedge round the unfortu- 
na’ B borrowers often prove insurmountalilo, 
and very great inconvenience and disappoint- 
ment are caused. Tliere arc a great many 
good names on the directory, aud I hope and 
have little fear that tho greatest success 
awaits the new society.

CARDRONA. 

Among a whole host of motions moved by 
Mr Reid recommending sites .and reserves 
for schools, & 0 -, was the following : —

presented to Ifis Honor the Superintendent, 
recommunding that section 10, block I., Car- 
drona district, be set apart as a site fora pub- 
lic school.”

Mf MacKellar asked the Secretary for 
"Works — “ What steps were taken during tlie 
recess in rc proceeding with the extension of 
the Railway from Lawrence to Roxburgh 
si tnultoneously with the construction of the 
Tokomairiro-L.awrcnce line J” 

Mr Reid replied that the only step he was 
aware of h.aving been taken was that the 
matter had. been brought before the General 
Assembly. Ho believed a BiR was passed 
through the House of Representatives re- 
commending that the railw,ay should be pro- 
ceeded with, and that land should bo set 
aside as security for its construction. That 
Bill was not passed by the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and tiiere, he believed, the matter 
dropped. 

REPORT ON PETITION. 

Mr B.astings brought up a report by the 
Gohl-fields Committee upon the petition of 
certain miners of Blac'KS — praying that some 
land sluHikl bo thrown open in their district.

Tuesday, May 12. 

IMMIORANM. 

Mr M'dasliiin asked a question as to the 
truth of the reports vdiioli have spread about 
the Asia iinmigranfs. Mr Reid replied that 
there w.as no doubt some of the hniaigrants 
were of a W'orthlcss character. Some of the 
men would not work ; and several of the girls 
had returned to tho barracks, having been 
uncivil to their employers. Bnt such reports 
were calculated to do harm to the whole of 
the pas,sengers ; many of ■whom were suitable 
and of a superior class. 

RXTI'.N.SION OP LAWRENCE LINE OP RAILWAY. 

Mr MaoKeliar asked the Government— 



“ For further information with regard to the 
stops taken by the Govorninont in re pro- 
ceeding with tho extension of Lawrence line 
of railway, and to state whether they intend 
to take any action during this present year!” 

Mr Reid regretted that he could not giyo 
tho honourable member fuller information 
than he gave him on tho previous day in re- 
gard to the stops talcen in proceeding with 
the railway. So far as he know, 'tlio only 
stops taken were that the Superintendent 
supported in the Assembly a Bill dealing with 
the matter. He would rather that the 
honourable member should postpone the 
latter portion of his question as to the ac- 
tion to be taken by tho Govcniniont this year. 
They would certainly take .action as far as 
inducing the ColoniM Government to under 
take a loan, but he could not say whether 
they would take action with the means at the 
disposal of the Province. 

Mr MacKellar said he would withdraw the 
latter'portion of his question. 

■ COLD EXPORT DUTY. 

Mr Do Lautour moved — ■“ That in the 
opinion of this Council it is advisable that 
the export duty on gold should be reduced 
sixpence per ounce.” 

The motion was put, and tho voices de- 
clared against it. A division was called for, 
when the motion was carried. 



Wednesday, May 13. 

Mr De Lautour presented a petition from 
the Municipal Council of Naseby, praying for 
the survey of a railway line from Palmerston 
to Clyde, with the object of selecting specific 
blocks to be sot aside as security for such 
line. 

NEW LUNATIC ASYLUM AND ASYLUM TOR INE- 
BRIATES. 

A message was received from his Honor 
tho Superintendent, submitting proposals for 
the establishment of a lunatic asylum at 
Tokomairiro, and also of an inebriate asylum. 

DISPUTE EESPECTINO WORKING OP GOLD MINES 
ABOVE MAREWHENUA RIVER. 

Mr De Iiautour asked the Provincial Secre- 
tary — •“ Whether tho attention of the Govcni- 
ment has been di’awn to certain action at law 
having been taken to interfere with the pur- 
suance of tho orderly working, under tho 
Goldfields Act of ISdSand regulations framed 
thereunder, of certain gold mines above the 
Miivewhemia river ; and wlietlier the Govern- 
ment intends to take any steps to defend the 
miners in the enjoyment of rights maintained 
according to the provisions of the above Act 
' and Regulations, by license fees duly paid to 
the Provincial revenue for such undisturbed 
enjoyment.” 

Mr Reid replied that the attention of the 
Government had been drawn to this matter. 
They did not see their way to taking stcjis to 
defend the miners, but they would use their 
best endeavours in order to get both pav’ies 
to agree to a case being .stated by solicitation 
Ion each side to be sent at once to the Court 
■of Appeal w'itliout any litigation in Dunedin, 
j The Government would be prepared to boar 
I the expense tiiat would be incurred in stating 
I such a case for tlio Court of Appeal. The 
j Government thought this was a matter that 
should be definitely settled, and if possible 
without encouraging any litigation eitbor by 
the miners or the property owners ; .and if 
the Government could induce those persons 
to agree to this propos.ai, they would use tlieir 
best ondcavonrs to get a final decision from 
the Court of Appeal as soon as possible. 

WATER lilOIITS. 

Mr De Lautour moved— “That in the 
opinion of this Council it is desirable that 
the Gold-fields Committee take into consider- 
ation the ad vis, ability of a recommendation 
being forwarded to the General Government 
to the effect — That it i.s desirable tlw.t a Com- 
mission should be appointed to encjuiro into 
tho whole question of water rights in Now 
Zealand, more especially on the goldfields of 
tho said Colony, a.nd that they ho reo[ucsted 
to report to the Council thereon within ten 
days.” The Government was allowed to deal 
with water rights in a manner ill at was for- 
bidden to private individuals, and it was very 
de.sirable that a Commission sncli as ho .sug- 
gested be appointed. Tho Government at 
the present time was selling and leasing the 
same rights to the same persona. 

Mr Bastings said that he qiii te agreed that 
this was purely a uiaRev for tho General Go- 
vernment to decide, for the question w;is one 
that affected the whole of New Zealand. Ho 
would suggest that instead of referring the 
matter totlie Goldfields Committee, be should 
put it in the form of a recommendation from 
tho Council. 

Mr Reid supported the motion, aud tlmnghl 
it would bo better to send a recommendation 
from the Conned to tile General Govcrnnionfc. 
It was quite time that this matter was scUied 
in some w.ay, aud it was incumbent on the 
GeneralGovemment tosettlo itoii s.mio sound 
basis. 

The motion v.ais agreed to.

APPOINTMENT OP JIININfl F.NGINEET:. 

Mr Reeves moved — •“ Th.ai in the opinion 
of this Council it is desirable that the ser- 
vices of an experienced Mining Engineer or 
Inspector be secured for the Province.” In 
doing so, 1.Iie Iionourahle uumiber said it 
might be thouglit that ho vras encroaching 
upon the domain of the Goldfields members. 
But for many years ho had taken a warni 
interest in the goldfields, and lie felt that in 
common with many other mining aharclioH- 
^ers, he had lost laudi iiumcy tiirough the 



want of a snfficiont sciontifio knowledge at 
tho scene of operations. It seemed to him 
that if they could secure in tho Province the 
appointment of a gentleman of expotience 
who would be able to visit the different min- 
ing companies to report and place in posees- 
sioii of those in cliargc'of 4ho machinery the 
proper .and moat recent methods, they would 
bo confonang a great boon upon this impor- 
tant industry, lie was sure that a groat por- 
tion of tho Ealary paid' to such an ometr 
would be roiouped by I ho foes, which the 
various mining companies would glidly pay. 
One advantage of liaving such an otticer would 
be that the public generally would, be able to 
obtain an impartial report upon any : gold- 
mining project placed before them; : ■ ■ 

Mr Pish seconded t'lo motion.' ■ ■ ■"■ .'v. 

Mr Stout said that if such an Engineer or 
Inspector were appointed he expected that 
all Ihe industries in th^ province— the farm- 
ing, pastoral, and maniiracturing clasies— 
would be asking for scientitio assistance from 
the Government. He did not think that this 
was a case for Government interference. 

Mr MacKellar said that although he in- 
tended to support the motion he hardly felt 
satisfied with the moiioq as it stood. He 
supported it only tn the faith , that the 
honorable member, Mr Reeves, would intro- 
duce a further motion framing regulations to 
make it compulsory on the Oompanies in the 
Prov.'noc to pay a sufficient sum to defray the 
expenses of this Inspector,. or Mining Engi- 
neer. Ho could comiborate the statements 
made by tho honourable . member, Mr 
Reeves, as to the loss sost-iined in working 
mines in this country. , For ci ery one thou- 
sand ounces of gold obkiiiied in this Colony 
he was confident that two thocsiind were lost. 
He might mciilioii many instances to prove 
this statement. One of the best known com 
panies hi the Province vv.as the Oromwel! 
Company. The stone from that claim yielded 
0 OUUCC.S to the ton, but be was sure that if 
the tailings from that Company’s battery 
were tested by dcHcfde tests they would 
yield at the rate of 12 ounces to the ton. 

Mr J. 0. Brown said that they had secured 
the services of a geologist for the Province, 
and it was well known that some years would 
elapse before that geniIom.an could complete 
tho work he now had in hand. ' If the ap- 
pointment now proposed were made, the 
Mining Inspector or Engineer might render 
v.alu.ablo aid to the Provincial Geologist, who 
might thus be enabled to complete his work 
at a much earlier date than ho otiicrwise 
conld, ' ■ ' 

Mr Reid was surprised to hear that tho 
gold-fields rosidoiits, who were represented as 
being of such anperior intellect, should have 
for years allowed two-thirds of their gold to 
be wa.sted, aininly for the purpose of saving 
tho little extr.ae.xpcnscwhicb tbeywould be in- 
curring in obtaining the .services of a Mining 
Engineer. Tie liad grave doubts whether 
the advantages anticipated by some honour- 
able membovs would follow the appointment 
of a Mining Engineer. He was strongly of 
opinion that such an appointment would only 
bn the initi.atioii o.f a large staff ; wliicl'., in a 
fit of retrenchment, v,-ould be discharged from 
tho Government service by the Conncil. 

Mr Oliver inaintainod that the discussion 
winch had taken place on the motion showed 
clearly, not the want of a Mining Engineer, 
but the great neee,ssity for the establishment 
of a School of Mines, which could bo carried 
on in connection with the University. 

The re.solutiou was carried on the voices. 

WANT OF CONFIDENCE MOTION. 

Mr B.astings moved—” That the composi- 
tion of the present Executive, and the Land 
Policy enunciated by it, do . not command 
tho confidence of tho Council.”

The match was 
originated in aid of the funds of the hospital 
and asylum, and tho largo crowd of spectators 
who gathered yesterday to witness it evinced 
an amount of public interest in it far beyond 
what was exiiectod. For some weeks past the 
ladies had been practising the game on the 
Back Oreek cric'xet gixmnd, kindly placed at
